Note and Comment 


A movement is on foot in Strath- 
cona to establish a hospital, It 
would be a great pity if it should 
succeed, Within two years the 
municipalities on the two sides of 
the river will be joined by a high 
level bridge and once this is done 
the Edmonton hospitals will be 
able to serve Strathcona quite as 
effectually as one in that town it- 
self could do. Hospitals are very 
expensive to maintain. It would 
be infinitely preferable for the peo- 
ple of both places to unite in build- 
ing up ene strong public insti- 
tution, 

We shall have all that we can 
do to keep that at present in ex- 
istence up to requirements within 
the next few years, ‘To duplicate 
it in Strathcona would be a sheer 
waste of public money. 


The Strathcona Chronicle states 
that it has it on the best of author- 
ity that the G. ‘I. P. will come 
through that town and enter Hd- 
monton over the high level, bridge. 
‘This always seemed to the Satur- 
day News the plan most likely to 
be followed and it would be very 
much surprised if in the end this 
route were not adopted. A rail- 
way corporation is not going to 
bear all the expense of a costly 
bridge, when it can co-operate with 
another railway and secure aid 
from the municipalities interested, 
unless it has some very important 
purpose to serve in doing so, ‘The 
Chronicle draws a picture of what 
will happen when the two lines are 
built, ‘Strathcona’ it says, will 
become of additional importance as 
a railway centre, and the passen- 
gers and majl trains of these two 
large transcontinental systems will 
just remain long enough in Hd- 
monton to take up passengers and 
mail before pushing on to their 
western terminal points.’’ 

The Chronicle takes quite a bit 
for granted, In the first place the 
CG. P. R. has not announced that 


lthis new line that it is building 


from Winnipeg by way of Saska- 
toon is going on to the coast, It is 
advertised as the C. P. R.’s ‘route 
to Kdimonton,’’ For some time at 
least this city will be the termin- 
ation, and where the line ends we 
may depend upon it that there the 
terminal facilities will be, As for 
the G. I’. P, it is concentrating its 
efforts for the present to get into 
Iidmonton, Its road from here to 
Lake Superior will be in complete 
operation before the line to the 
coast is proceeded with and under 
the circtunstances it would be very 
strange if Strathcona should — be 
nade its divisional point. Besides, 
it should be remembered that the 
larger place in a case like this al- 
ways stands the best chance for 
very obvious reasons. However 
we shall probably know in the very 
near future just what is to happen. 
Whatever does, it should make 
little difference to either town for 
with a few more years of steady 
growth and with the gulf between 
them avoided, nothing can prevent 
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their becoming to ali intents and 
purposes one municipality. 


The banks certainly know a good 
thing when they see it. ‘This 
week the announcement is made 
that two more financial institutions 
have decided to cast in their lot 
with Edmonton, the Bank of Ham- 
ilton and the Mclsons. ‘This will 
make ten doing business within 
the city limits, not a small number 
for a place*the population of which 
is not above the 10,000 mark as 
yet, It indicates the confidence 
which those in the best position to 
secure information have in our’ fu- 
ture. Both will open up about the 
first of the month, while the North- 
ern looks forward to commencing 
business about the same time,

Some of the newspapers have 
started a report that Hon. Clifford 
Sifton is to return to the Cabinet. 
Some say that he will succeed Mr. 
Eminerson as minister of railways 
and others that he will return to 
his old portfolio, ‘There may be 
something in the former  sug- 
gestion. Manitoba is now without 
representation in the cabinet and 
railway activity will in the next 
few years be mainly centered in the 
west, Besides, Mr. Emmerson is 
not regarded as a strong man. 
That Mr, Oliver is to be replaced 
will not be credited. for a moment. 
He has steered the party in the 
west very successfully through a 
severe crisis and it is hardly likely 
that he would be cast aside now,

are unfortunate but there is no use wast- 
ing time in vain regrets. We must simp- 
ly do what we can to rectify the conse- 
quences of the mistake made when the 
charter was granted. The city has re- 
ceived competent advice that it is well 
within its rights in proceeding with the 
construction of the line as a municipal 
undertaking and should not think of 
temporizing in the matter. 


The fire brigade did excellent work on 
Sunday morning, when the Lee block on 
Second, opposite Revillon’s, was badly 
gutted by fire. The building was a frame 
one and surrounded by other frame struc- 
tures, while the brigade’s difficulties 
were greatly enhanced by the fact that 
Cameron's painting and paper-hanging 
establishment, where the fire started, 
contained a large quantity of very inflam- 
mable material, Our fire protection is, 
however, very far from good and _ the 

® work of improving it should be proceed- 
ed with as rapidly as possible. At last 
week’s blaze on Tenth street there was 
not enough hose to reach the building. 
The heavy insurance rates which citizens 
have to pay as a result are a very great 
burden and every step that is taken to 
make the system more adequate will be 
heartily approved. During the coming 
season it is proposed to expend $115,0¢ 
on waterworks and sewers, the former to 
be extended three and the latter four and 
one fifth miles. All the work will be 
done in the west end, so that the eastern 
portion of the city will have to wait for 
still another year before it can hope for 
relief. 


The creamery convention held in the 
city during the past week was a notable 
gathering. The addresses given by Mr. 
J. A. Ruddick, head of the dairy depart- 
ment of the agricultural department at 
Ottawa, should prove a source of great 
encouragement to those engaged in the 
industry in the province: Only four out 
of the dozen creameries established b 
the government are now operating in 
Saskatchewan he pointed out, with pros- 
pects that this year the number would be 
reduced, while in Alberta twelve were 
carrying on a highly flourishing business. 
The provincial authorities are now taking 
the creameries over, and have a fine field 
for activity in connection with their 
development. Hon. Mr. Finlay and the 
other members of the government have 
stated their intention of doing all in their 
power to help the industry along. ‘The 
minister of agriculture further intimated 
on Wednesday that where an association 
of farmers were found who would furnish 
a building for a packing plant the depart- 
ment would be disposed to consider the 
advisability of stocking it with machinery 
and undertaking its management. Mr. 
Marker, who has had charge of the 
creamery work for the Dominion, govern- 
wil] be retained by the province. No 
better choice could have been made. 

On ‘Thursday afternoon a little man 
walked down Jasper avenue towards the 
barracks, in charge of a constable, wearing 
an exceedingly relieved look on his face. 
It Was Ludwig Lilgie, who had been on 
trial for the past four days on the charge 
of murdering Leslie, the Bruderheim 
storekeeper, and whom the jury had just 
acquitted after a couple of hours delibera- 
tion. He had been immediately re-ar- 
rested on a charge of theft. The evidence, 
which was followed by a large crowd of 
spectators, was practically the same as 
that given last November, when the jury 
disagreed, ‘The defence, which was most 
ably conducted by Mr. O. M. Biggar, was 
that the prisoner was by nature a sneak 
thief and a coward, afraid of the sight of 
blood, and could not possibly have com- 
mitted the crime. It is thus probable 
that punishment will never be meted out 
for a most heartless and brutal murder. 
While not challenging the justice of 
Thursday's verdict or of that piven from 
thecase of Hoehine last November, on 
ys general grounds the result is very yreatly 
sito be deplored.

A Letter from Mr BHymundson. 


‘I'o the Editor of ‘‘Saturday News’’ 

Dear Sir,; 

In your issue of Feb, 17th 
on page 10, I gaw the letter under 
the title of ‘‘A defence of the 
Army,’ signed by Minnie ‘Travis- 
Barker. 

In answer to the same, I wish to 
say to your esteemed readers, that 
the publishers are not to be blamed 
for the insertion of the previous 
article, which has catised such an 
outpour of sanctimonious language. 
I have the words that were spoken 
by ‘Adjutant Byers,’’ on the 4th 
Feb., 1906, in my record book, I 
wrote them down at the time they 
were spoken, for it has been my 
habit, when at the Army mectings, 
for seven years, to note all the 
occurrences at their meetings, and 
it is my intention to publish it 
within three years. The totes 
ewere taken in New Westminster in 
//1891, Vancouver in 1892, Calgary 
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1006, Winnipeg in 1902, and in 
Edmonton in 1005. My object is 
to prove that material things are 
the cause of crime, not the spirit of 
the Devil, but Poverty. ‘There is 
no curse as great as poverty, nine- 
tenths of the sin and crime of the 
world are due to poverty and her 
attendants, opulence and greed, I 
believe that the world can never be 
saved from sin till it is first saved 
from poverty. ‘There are preachers 
that teach that hell was pre-ordained 
and eternal, but I disbelieve it. 
Poverty darkens more lives, besets 
more men, kills more children, 
beclouds more intellects, quenches 
more hopes, inspires more crimes, 
than all other causes combined. It 
racks the nerves, saps the vitality’ 
ruins the temper, deadens the con- 
science, steals the opportunity, 
inspires greed, invents crimes that 
are not really so, but the prompt- 
ings of nature, unthrones oppres- 
sion, danins the soul and makes the 
world more hellish than even the 
most abandoned friend could wish. 
It is God’s most forceful foe and 
man's not subtle enemy. It is the 


blackness of darkness and its other 
\ 


mame is ‘‘Despair.’’ 

But I have gone astray from my 
subject. I wanted to give you Mr. 
Byers’ correct words and the reason 
why they were .uttered. In the 
forepart of the sermon he, (Mr. 
Byers), uttered such words ‘to the 
audience that made my blood tin- 
gle. ‘These are his words: ‘‘De- 
graded, ignoble creatures, conceit- 
ed, stupid, selfish fools, devils,’’ 
and also related to the audience the 
confession of a certain young man 
in Calgary. My blood tingled at 
his terrible remarks, but I could 
not but feel feelings of pity for the 
young man and shsmne for those 
that would utter such remarks in 
front of men and women. A few 
moments later Mr. Byers asked 
those who had once had faith in 
zyhe Lord, Jesus, to lift up their 
hands. I for one did, to encourage 
him to discuss these spiritual ®af- 
fairs, for I was anxious to speak to 
him for the hard words he used. 
He came to me and we discussed 
our different beliefs. I declared 
myself a ‘‘Free-thinker,’’ but never 
(in my life,) an ‘‘Agnostic,’’ and 
let me say to those that have in- 
formed Mrs. M.‘T. B. that I did 
not declare myself an Agnostic by 
saying I was a “Free-thinker."’ 
What I did declare was what I be- 
lieved, that is in one God only, 
the supreme governing power of 
the universe, which is above my 
comprehension. It was then that 
Mr. Byers said: ‘‘God will strike 
you dead in your sins, without 
warning and without mercy if you 
don’t change your ways.’’ ‘his I 
think no one heard but Mr. Byers 
and myself, for all the Army and 
(Mrs. M. TT. B., if I remember 
right,) were engaged in singing 
‘There is mercy still for thee, sin- 
ful soul, God will make you 
whole.’’

‘he automatic ‘‘he concludes’’ 
is a most ingenious and pretty ma- 
chine, but from a practical point of 
view it has so many drawbacks 
that I am satisfied our clients here 
will get better service through the 
latest manual central energy 
switchboard, such as we have al- 
ready in operation in Victoria.”’ 

John Hesketh, electrical engin- 
eer of the post-master-general’s de- 
partinent at Queensland, Australia, 
also reports against the automatic 
system in an article in the Jlectri- 
cal Review of New York. The 
Times adds its own protest, basing 
it on the two years’ delay that 
Peterboro has had to put up with 
in the installation of automatic 
phones. 

Just how much the opinion of 
the two gentlemen referred to is 
worth, it is impossible to say. ‘The 
civic authorities would do well to 
make enquiry on this point. ‘The 
Edmonton delegates who visitec 
Chicago and Grand Rapids were 
very much impressed with what 
they saw and are convinced that 
the automatic phones are giving 
satisfaction. But it would — be 
much better to have their conclu- 
sions supported by independent 
expert testimony. While interest- 
ed parties have undoubtedly 
brought Mr, Kent’s and Mr. Hes- 
keth’s articles to the attention of 
Edmonton citizens, it does not 
necessarily follow that their views 
are not worth while paying at- 
tention to. 

A contribution to a responsible 
paper like the Hlectrical Review, 
for instance, should not be lightly 
dismissed. As for Peterborough’s 
experience, it is admitted that the 
company which secured a franchise 
there has not its operations down 
to a practical working basis as yet. 
Our own commissioners were in 
communication with this organi- 
zation and it could not guarantee 
to instal a system within a speci- 
fied time. On the other hand the 
Automatic Electric Co., whose re- 
presentative was inet at Winnipeg, 
is able to proceed with the carrying 


out of a contract immediately and | miles east of Carstairs and arrested | 


_ has actual results in other. munici- 
palities to point to. The Winni- 
peg telephone committee visited 
Grand Rapids during the past week 
and carried away impressions sim- 
ilar to those formed by the Edmon- 
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ton visitors. The Citizens Tele- 
phone Co., which operates the 
phones is in no way connected with 
the company manufacturing then. 
The system was installed only after 
alengthy enquiry and the officers 
claim that it is rapid, secret and 
accurate, and gives every satis- 
faction to the subscribers. Charles 
Tarte, president of the company, 
said the capital stock was $2,104,- 
OOO, covering a system containing 
23,000 telephones. The cost per 
phone was $119, including every- 
thing but building. In the small- 
er outside towns the cost was about 
$73. Their system was — well 
equipped and kept up to the stand- 
ard, The actual cost of working 
manual installation originally was 
$9.40 per annum per phone, and 
of the automatic $4.60 per annum 
per phone. \ 

The Toronto Globe says editor- 
ally— ‘' The city of Edmonton 
needs a street railway, but if the 
civic authorities are wise they will 
either build one themselves or see 
that the franchise is well safe- 
guarded if it goes to a private 
party. It will be their own fault 
if the citizens of the new metropolis 
derive no advantage from the un- 
pleasant experiences of older urban 
municipalities."’

It is just as true now as it was 
when the words were first uttered, 
“My people perish for lack of 
knowledge.’' There is no Society 
in our midst more deserving. of 
encouragement and assistance than 
the Woman's Christian Temperance 
Union, and none which gives at- 
tention to subjects more worthy 
of earnest consideration, lying, as 
they do, at the very core of our 
national life. The common idea 
that the sole aim of the W.C.’F.U. 
is to bring about the prohibition of 
the liquor traffic is quite erroneous. 
On the contrary its lines of work 
are indeed varied. The Kvangel- 
istic Department is the basis of 
them all, its aim being to permeate 
by its devotional services, bible 
readings and consecration, all the 
other departinents with the Evan- 
gelistic spirit. Amongst these are 
the departmengs for Juvenile Work; 
work among young women; press 
work; temperance literature; work 
amongst foreigners, miners, rail- 
road employees, etc. ; aud the Pur- 
ity Department. Newsy items con- 
cerning one or other of these 
branches of work will be found each 
week in these coluinns. ‘he badge 
worn is a tiny bow of white ribbon, 
and the motto of the union, ‘For 
God, and Home, and Native and.’ 

The Edmonton branch of the 
W.C.T.U. was organized in 1892 
with sixteen members. Its first 
work was the appointing of a com- 
mittee to visit and look after the 
sick, a very necessary and generous 
work in those e early days before the 
establishment of a hospital, 

A Loyal Temperance Legion was 
formed, and later, a Band of Mer- 
cy, each numbering nearly one 
hundred youthful members. W.C. 
T.U. boxes were put in some of the 
stores and offices, and were kept 
supplied with good ‘Temperance 
Literature. When.the Public Hos- 
pital was built the Union furnished 
a ward, and has kept it supplied 
ever since, also furnishing scripture 
texts and rolls for the men and 
women’s public wards. Many 
thousands of Temperance leaflets 
have been scattered — broadcast 
through town and country and are 
still circulated,

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Perished in the Cold 

The Humboldt journal gives 
particulars of the tragic death of 
Carl Kilm, a young German who 
came out from the Fatherland last 
October, bringing with him the 
wife and four children of his broth- 
er Hugo. ‘The two brothers left 
Humboldt about five in the after- 
noon, and after walking about two 
niles they lost their way, and tra- 
velled north instead of west. ‘The 
cold) was intense, and a cutting 
north wind was blowing. ‘They 
had been tramping for some time 
through the deep snow when Carl 
began to show signs of giving up. 
His brother did all he could to 
encourage him and keep him. up, 
but the severe cold was beginning 
to have its effect, and suddenly he 
fell down exhausted. His com- 
panion succeeded in getting him up 
however, and together they trudged 
on again, ‘They had not proceeded 
far when deceased fell a second 
time; again he was with difficulty 
put on his feet. They plodded on 
once more through snow and ‘dark- 
ness, when Carl again went down, 
but this time it was to rise no.more, 
When his brother endeavored. to 
lift him up life was extinct, he 
having succumbed to exposure and 
exhaustion. 

Hugo Kilm, not knowing where 
he was, remained during the re- 
mainder of the night beside his 
dead brother, walking around and 
around in an endeavor to keep frém 
becoming over come by the cold 
himself. When daylight came he 
mounted a little hill and sawa 
house a mile anda_ half away, 
which proved to be the home of Mr 
Klingenberg, about 300 yards from 
his own place. He reached Mr 
Klingenbergs house with great diffi- 
culty, when it was found that his 
hands. feet and face were badly 
frozen, Mr Klingenberg at once 
started out with a team, and. by 
following the footprints ‘of Hugo 
Kilm came upon the frozen body 
lying close to the old Saskatoon 
trail, ‘The remains were taken to 
the Kilim home. 
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Mr. HiIl’s Plans 


The Winnipeg Free Press says : 
A gentleman who has just returned 
from St. Paul states that he learned 
while in the south that J. J, Hill’s 
scheme for the extension of his 
lines into western Canada is an ex- 
tensive one. He intends to enter 
from the west through Alberta to 
the Saskatchewan, from the south

Someone last week suggested to 
me that I couldn’t do better in 
searching for copy than write of 
the various types of people one sees 
on every hand in this cosmopolitan 
littie city. For its size and years, 
Edmonton can certainly boast of 
having as mixed a population as 
any city I know. Besides the 
native born, we have Iinglishmen, 
Irishmen, Scotchinen, Frenchmen, 
Germans, Danes, Galicians, Japan- 
ese, Chinese and a host of others 
too numerous to mention, but this 
week it is my intention to refer to 
only one of these, the Englishman 
as found in Hdmonton. 


When I say Englishman I hope 
you will not misunderstand me. No 
one has a greater admiration for 
our cousins over the water than I, 
but there are some characteristics 
about some of the little islanders 
that would appear to me just as 
well eliminated when they come 
out to the ‘‘wild and woolly,’’ 
where if Jack is not as good as his 
master people are at least in the 
habit of addressing each other with 
respect. You don’t object to the 
cut of your visltor’s coat or the 
peculiar height at which he may 
personally fancy having his trowus- 
ers turned up, but you do resent 
the ill-breeding that seems to take 
particular delight in forever quoting 
the way one does such and such a 
thing in Ingland, don’t you know 
to the disparagement of the meth- 
od employed under similar circum- 
stances in Canada, in which country 
one is taught by the way that good 
breeding sometimes requires the 
visitor where he cannot commend 
to keep silence. 

In the restaurant, the hotel, on 
the street and in the business 
offices we have the bumptious type 
of Hnglishman always with us, I 
met him recently in the Saturday 
News office where he proceeded to 
inform me that. in Canada we have 
no real farmers, only what in Eng- 
land would be termed day laborers. 
In Kngland, dash it! no respectable 
farmer would ever dreaim of work- 
ing with his hands. He only rides 
over his property on a surveying 
jaunt. ‘The gentleman in question 
had come out to Canada to learn

incidentally how to farm. He gave 
himself the airs of a gentleman, 
but could he be the real article if 
he was actually to work with his 
hands?) Other gentleman farmers 
—and the woods are full of them — 
come out with the idea of taking 
possession of Canada and all our 
desirable farm lands only to find 
there are a few Canadians who 
have the money and inclination to 
have and to hold for themselves. 

You all know the Englishman 
who must be waited on the mo- 
ment he appears in a room, 
irrespective of any who may have 
been waiting—and there may be 
women among them—until their 
turn for being served arrived. 

With another type anything 
Canadian or pertaining to the col- 
onies is cause sufficient for a sneer 
and an exhibition of English boor- 
ishness. What they come to Can- 
ada for they themselves only know. 
From a Canadian standpoint we 
would appreciate their room more 
than their company. 

Then there are others. There is 
the foolish, stutterfug, mumbling 
variety, whose language seems too 
choked for utterance. These are 
better left at home, for we’re a 
busy people, who believe in speak- 
ing our minds and then quitting. 
The man who is forever enquiring 
how we do things ‘‘out here’ is too 
common a type and too uninterest- 
ing to need mentioning. I might 
also refer to certain stubborn bull- 
headed cousins, and chronic kick- 
ers, but who minds them ? What's 
bred in the bone is bound to come 
out, and these gentlemen very 
quickly discover that if their stay 
in Rome is to be at all enjoyable 
they had better reserve their argu- 
ments and complaints for more 
sympathetic ears. And now I’m 
wondering how for the next year 
or so I can avoid ‘“‘those cousins’? 
who recognise their portraits.

It is of 
course too well recognized a fact to 
require repetition that the average 
landlady infinitely prefers a man 
toa woman boarder. Just why 
this should be so I don’t quite 
know. Women as a Mle keep 
good hours, don’t smoke and ren- 
der a house unpleasant thereby, 
are asa rule careful of light, and 
are tidier and generally more con- 
siderate than men. A man on the 
other hand is generally less around 
a house and doesn’t dream of asking 
to be allowed to make cocoa on the 
stove etc., etc. ; but all in all he’s 
a greater nuisance. A woman 
pays her board more readily than 
the average man. She rarely 
leaves a house forgetting to pay 
up, doesn't kick so generally at 
the prices asked for rooms, and is 
infinitely more grateful for any 
kindnesses shown her. Why. there- 
fore is so much discrimination 
shown against her when she at- 
tempts to secure a lodging? Echo 
answers, why ? ‘The problem is a 
very live one in Edmonton, 

In speaking to my own landlady 
on the subject of prices asked for 
central rooms I learn that some 
easterners object very strenuously 
to those demanded. Questioning 
my informant I find that she pays 
$50 a month for rent, lodgers have 
the use of a good bath-room, their 
light, heat and all such cominodi- 


ties thrown in and pay on an aver- 
age three dollars and fifty cents a 
week. When you consider that 
there is the additional expense of 
washing, the wear and‘tear and 
service, I think it will be found 
that leasers of rooms are not mak- 
ing a bonanza out of them. ‘Those 
who raise the greatest objection to 
the prices asked are young profes- 
sional men who are enjoying good 
salaries but who would sooner 
“blow the money in on “sun- 
dries’’ rather than pay it out for a 
desirable room. As a word of 
warning I would advise these and 
any homeless mortals who are wast- 
ing time trying to secure good 
rooms for next to nothing that 
they are not to be had in Kdmon- 
ton and to consider themselves 
fortunate if they secure a comfort- 
able lodging at any price for ina 
few weeks it looks as if you will 
find that even standing room is at 
a premium, 
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The Household. 


Puff Upps.—-8 eggs, 8 cups of 
mnilk, 8 cups of flour and a pinch of 
salt. This makes enough for six 
or cight people. Break the eggs 
in a bowl and beat with a fork 
until the whites and yolks are 
thoroughly mixed and light! Do 
not beat too long and do not use an 
egg beater. ‘Then add the milk, 
then the flour, thoroughly sifted, 
to whiclf has been added a big 
pinch of salt (about half a tea- 
spoonful). ¢ 


Bake in muffin rings, thoroughly 
greased with lard, and only fill each 
ring about half full of the batter, 
The oven should be moderately 
hot, so that the batter will “puff,” 
but do not allow them to brown too 
quickly or they will fall. ‘They 
should bake about twenty minutes, 
and should be three times the size 


of an ordinary muffin, a sort of puff *\ 


ee) 


ball, empty on the inside like a 
meringue shell. 

The success of this recipe de- 
pends on the baking. I have the 
oven rather hot at first, then mod- 
erate it a little after the ‘‘puff ups’’ 
have risen. ‘They should be served 
immediately very hot, with butter. 

A most delicious fritter is made 
by chopping cold chicken meat, 
seasoning it with celery salt and 
mixing in the ordinary fritter bat- 
ter. Fry by spoonfuls in deep fat. 

Potato Puff—Add to two teacups 
cold mashed potatoes, one half cup 
milk, pinch salt, tablespoon butter, 
two tablespoons flour, and two eggs 
beaten to a froth. Mix thoroughly, 
put intoa buttered pudding dish, 
spread the top with butter, and 
bake a yolden brown, ‘The success 
of the puff depends upon having 
the eggs beaten exceedingly light. 

Here is a recipe for chocolate 
“ake which will be found excellent 
and not difficult to make: 

Two andahalf cups of granu- 
lated sugar, 34 cupsof butter, 1 
cup of milk, 8% cups of flour, with 
2 teaspoonfuls baking powder, 1] 
teaspoon vanilla, whites of 5 eggs 
added last. 

Cream the butter and sugar to- 
gether then add the milk, then the 
flour with the baking powder. then 
the vanilla. ‘he whites of the eggs 
are beaten very stiff and are put in 
last of all. Bake ina square pan 
in two layers. 

The frosting is made by heating 
two cups of milk, then add the 
yolks of the 5 eggs, 1 cup of granu- 
lated $ugar and 1 teaspoonful corn- 
starch. Cook fiye minutes or until 
thick. Melt one-half a cake of 
chocolate and beat in the mixture 
after it is taken off the stove. Add 
a little vanilla,

Hdmonton Citizen believes in a 
alolicy of Protection 
for Canada. 

The Winnipeg Free Press in its 
report of the recent banquet held 
the western branch of the Canadian 
Manufacturers’ Association of that 
city says: The chairman proposed 
‘* American Protectionists in Can- 
ada,'’ coupling with the toast the 
name of ex-Senator W. H. Conger, 
formerly of Nebraska, who, he said, 
was a naturalized Canadian, Mr 
Conger, as a protectionist, might 
say something that his hearers 
would not agree with, but he had 
studied the question on which he 
would speak, and if he could teach 
them something that would be to 
their advantage, he was sure they 
would be glad to hear him, (Ap- 
plause ). 

Ix-Senator Conger, in replying 
to the toast, remarked that he came 
to the city of Winnipeg as a com- 
plete stranger, and he’ felt’ it an 
especial honor to be invited to 
address that gathering of business 
men. He had travelled 1000 niles 
in order to meet some of Canada's 
representative men, and if he could 
say anything that would interest, 
instruct or amuse them, his time 
would have been well spent. As 
an American he was glad that there 
was an Anglo-Saxon race to the 
north of the republic, and it was a 
good thing for Canada that she had 
an Anglo-Saxon nation to her 
south, to protect her it necessary.

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‘Is the Association a Fake ? | they published would have appear- 


The mayor of Regina recently 
characterized the Western Canada 
Immigration Association as ‘‘a 
first-class fake’’ and protested 
against its securing any more aid 
froin that city or from the province 
of Saskatchewan. The mayor’s 
- statement was, of course, resented 
by. those connected with the organi- 
zation and criticized at the meeting 
in Winnipeg last week. It is im- 
possible to understand how anyone 
could make it who has followed the 
course of public events within the 
last few years or who has any true 
conception of what advantage pub- 
licity is. ‘The Edmonton delegates 
have no sympathy whatever with 
the Regina mayor’s attitude. 
Opinion in this city is practically 
unanimous as to the excellent work 
which the association has done. 
The person who wishes to be thor- 
oughly convinced as to this should 
read the comprehensive report pre- 
pared by the secretary, Mr. Theo- 
dore Knappen. ‘The largest ex- 
pense incurred last season was that 
in connection with the excursion 
of American press correspondents 
and it is safe to say that no cheaper 
adver ising was ever obtained than 
that twhich resulted from it. To 
all the prominent papers of the 
country some of the most gifted 
writers connected with the press 
contributed series of articles deal- 
ing with the opportunities which 
Western Canada offered. Quite 
apart from this, the association has 
enlisted the services of men of in- 
ternational reputation like Frank 
G. Carpenter and William E. 
Curtis. ‘To show the ridiculous 
position assumed by. the Regina 
critics it is only necessary to read 
an article published last week in 
the Regina Standard, which is the 
journalistic exponent of the 
mayor’s views on this subject. 

“Mr. Trant, the newly - elected 
local vice-president of the Associ- 
ation, and therefore its official de- 
fender before the Board of Trade, 
‘Gt says’’ produced certain clip- 
pings taken from the columns of 
the Chigago Inter-Ocean and other 
obscure American publications. 
These dodgers of the editorial 
waste-paper basket are supposed to 
be “quid pro quo’’ for the $200 
contributed by the Board last year 
in one of its more generous and less 
discriminating moods. Mr. Trant 
has been, we believe a newspaper 
man, or perhaps he prefers the 
more ornamental and less efficient 
designation of journalist. In either 
case he must be well aware that 
any newspaper man with brains 
and energy can get the big Ameri- 
can dailies to publish* boom stories 
of his town and district and get 
paid from four to seven dollars per 
column for them, ‘The subject of 
Slackville is just as good selling 
matter as Roast Pig in the hands of 
the literary craftsman.”’ 

‘“The Inter-Ocean and other ob- 
scure American publications’’ is 
good. The Inter-Ocean circtilates 
several hundred thousand papers a 
day. Yet the Standard with a few 
hundred subscribers would hardly 
consider itself, we prestume, an ob- 
scure sheet. Its idea of the lati- 
tude allowed a writer for the Ai- 
erican press is interesting. Let us 
grant that it isa correct one Was 
it not worth while showing the 
men who have such exceptional 
means of giving information to the 
world an opporttnity to see west- 
ern Canada and receive a good im- 
pression of it? Doesthe Standard 
imagine that the articles which 


ed if a sheaf of immigration litera- 

| ture had merely been sent to them 
to give them information? ‘The 
association should by all means be 
maintained and accorded the heart- 
iest kind of support. 


A week or so ago word came of 
a large enterprise which certain 
Belgian capitalists had under way 
for the purpose of bringing settlers 
to the Vermilion country. Now 
we hear of the purchase by an 
English syndicate of 500,000 acres 
of C. P. R. land in the same local- 
ity, preparatory to anotlrer exten- 
sive colonization movement. The 
point at which the company’s land 
begins is just a short distance this 
side of Lloydminster. ‘The success 
of the British settlers around that 
town will, it is believed, attract 
thousands of their countrymen. 
Watered as it is by the North Sas- 
katchewan and Vermilion rivers, 
the tract contains much land that 
is unsurpassed in the west. The 
step marks a departure in policy 
by the C. P. R. which in the past 
has always disposed of its lands 
direct to individuals. ‘The success 
of the large American land com- 
panies in Saskatchewan is responsi- 
ble for the change. ‘That it will 
mean the addition of a large and 
most desirable population to the 
province there is no reason to 
doubt. 


The Edmonton visitors to Win- 
nipeg heard many complaints about 
the havoc being wrought by Eaton 
among the business men of the 
city. The Winnipeg Commercial 
does not think they are justified. 

“Failures are not more in evi- 
dence in Winnipeg than before 
Eaton & Co. came here it says and 
on the contrary his coming seems 
to have had a stimulating influence 
on trade, for as we stated on more 
than one occasion during the last 
few months, the older merchants 
appear to have been quickened, 
and even in the general behavior of 
clerks an improvement is quite 
noticeable. Any legitimate coim- 
petition can be met in a legitimate 
manner, if the competitors know 
their business. Eaton & Co. while 
they receive patronage in propor- 
tion to the extensiveness of their 
establishment, do not hold a mono- 
poly of the city’s retail trade, as 
both eastern and western whole- 
salers can assure anyone who takes 
the trouble to enquire into the 
matter. Haton's store in ‘Toronto 
did not provoke the havoc that was 
at one time predicted. There is 
more than one departmental store 
in Toronto considerably larger 
‘than Eaton’s Winnipeg house, and 
reports indicate that there are at 
least a few other merchants thriv- 
ing there.’’
